Judges were impressed 
with the composition and sub¬ 
ject matter of the photograph.

County disappointed 
with Sundre’s 
retusal to support 
RCMP clerk position

Mountain View County 
(MVC) Council expressed 
strong disappointment in 
Sundre’s Town Council in 
their refusal to continue fi¬ 
nancial support for an extra 
clerical position at their local 
RCMP. 

“I find it disappointing 
Sundre would not support 
this as it means $100,000 in 
fine revenue and they don’t 
have to pay for police as they 
are under the required popu¬ 
lation to not pay,” said Reeve 
Ian Harvie, after he was in¬ 
formed of Sundre’s refusal. 

Sundre’s RCMP had re¬ 
quested $8,576 from their 
town to pay a portion of a 
salary that was also sup¬ 
ported by Mountain View 
County ($5,360), Clearwater 
County and the Village of 
Caroline. 

In recent years the Sundre 
RCMP Detachment has been 
clerically understaffed and 
has asked the towns and coun¬ 
ties they serve to financially 
support an extra office posi¬ 
tion to keep their RCMP mem¬ 
bers proactively policing 
rather than staying in the of¬ 
fice completing endless 
amounts of paperwork. 

This year’s MVC requests 
for financial accountability 
from RCMP K Division were 
once again declined as they 
stated the RCMP were under¬ 
funded for this budgeted year 
as well. 

The normal ratio in most 
detachments are one clerical 
position for every four RCMP 
members. In some B.C. com¬ 
munities RCMP are provided 
with one clerical member for 
every two RCMP members. In 
Sundre the ratio is one to 


seven. 

RCMP Sgt. Jay Arsenault 
spoke to Sundre’s town coun¬ 
cil, in February, saying the 
support from councils for this 
position in the past has made 
a positive difference in all the 
communities that detachment 
serves. 

“The members have been 
able to improve on some pro¬ 
grams, and it is felt that to 
continue to provide adequate 
service delivery to our clients, 
we have to maintain our ex¬ 
tra enhanced clerical posi¬ 
tion. This extra clerical posi¬ 
tion has been invaluable since 
its creation,” said Arsenault. 

MVC commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude advised council 
Sundre RCMP would like to 
keep money already provided 
to them by every council ex¬ 
cept Sundre and fund the 
position for that much of the 
year. 

Where the current contract 
will expire in June, the next 
one will expire in December. 

“Sgt. Arsenault is hoping 
to receive funding from other 
sources at the end of the 
year,” explained Johnsrude. 

“Well, we made our com¬ 
mitment and we will honour 
it,” said Harvie. 

He suggested a letter ex¬ 
pressing MVC’s disappoint¬ 
ment be written to Sundre’s 
council. 

“It seems very unfair that 
Sundre will receive the rev¬ 
enue generated by having po¬ 
lice writing fines and they are 
the only ones not paying,” 
said Harvie. 

Sundre Town Council said 
the funding request was re¬ 
fused due entirely to budget 
shortfalls.

YA KNOW YER ENTERIN' A SMALL TOWN WHEN ... 


Rural Alberta has certainly 
been through a lot lately

We’ve worked our way 
through drought, grasshop¬ 
pers, floods and unpredictable 
commodity prices. Now our ag¬ 
riculture community must face 
a case of mad cow disease, prop¬ 
erly known as Bovine 
Spongiform Encephalopathy or 
BSE. Let me assure you that 
we’re well on the way to work¬ 
ing through this latest chal¬ 
lenge as well. 

Any disease that threatens 
the health of Alberta’s livestock 
or crops from Fusarium to foot 
and mouth disease - is danger¬ 
ous to the agriculture industry 
and to the Albertan economy. 
All Alberta ranchers and farm¬ 
ers are well aware of the pre¬ 
cautions Canada and Alberta 
have in place to guard against 
such diseases; they are a part 
of your everyday work habits. 

To protect Canada from 
BSE, we’ve banned live imports 
of cattle from Britain, we’ve 
made BSE a reportable disease, 
and we’ve banned ruminant-to- 
ruminant feeding practices. 
We’ve also instituted a random 
testing policy that far exceeds 
recommended testing levels. 

And while we’re confident 
the rules we have keep our 
cows free of BSE, we’ve always 
remained prepared for its ap¬ 
pearance. 

Our food safety systems are 
the best in the world. They 
caught the one cow that was 


affected with BSE in 5.2 million 
in Alberta and did not let it into 
the human food chain. And, 
because the animal wasn’t des¬ 
tined for the food chain, our 
routine testing was conducted 
at a later date, in line with na¬ 
tional standards. Let me be 
clear that our first priority for 
testing is animals destined for 
the food chain. Our second pri¬ 
ority is all others. 

Once the disease was identi¬ 
fied, the federal and provincial 
governments began a complex 
and complete process to trace 
the cow’s origin and minimize 
any chance of spread of the dis¬ 
ease. Tests have shown that 
none of the diseased cow’s “her 
mates” are infected with BSE, 
and tests will be done on other 
cows that may have contracted 
the disease. I assure you, how¬ 
ever, that the disease does not 
spread from one cow to another 
simply by contact. 

I know Albertans are anx¬ 
ious to know the final results 
of this work. I’m anxious, too. 
People are working around the 
clock to get this information 
complied quickly and accu¬ 
rately, and once governments 
know, the public will as well. 

The immediate task for gov¬ 
ernments is to complete the 
necessary investigations to en¬ 
sure that the problem is under 
control and the disease has not 
spread. 

Once that work is done, the 
Alberta government will fully 


evaluate its animal health pro¬ 
grams and practices. Canada 
has been very successful in 
avoiding BSE problems, but 
we’ve always known that no 
beef-producing country is com¬ 
pletely immune from the risk 
of BSE. If we find that any part 
of the system needs to be tight¬ 
ened or improved, it will be, 
and we’ll be working closely 
with industry to do so. 

In the meantime, we’ll con¬ 
tinue to provide the best and 
most up-to-date information we 
can to Albertans. In the last 15 
years or so, governments and 
people who work in the agri¬ 
cultural industry have learned 
a lot from experience in other 
countries about how to prevent 
and manage this disease. 

That’s why we remain con¬ 
fident that the beef will be re¬ 
stored quickly. 

The Alberta government 
knows that speed is of the es¬ 
sence. People in many walks of 
life in Alberta - from ranchers 
to food producers and proces¬ 
sors, from truckers to restau¬ 
rant employees rely on the cat¬ 
tle industry for much of their 
likelihood either directly or in¬ 
directly. And of course, 
Albertans want reassurances 
that their food is safe. On both 
counts, everything possible is 
being done to keep Albertans 
informed and to get this prob¬ 
lem solved.

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Don V redefine marriages 


Dear Editor, 

Re-defining marriage to 
include same sex couples is a 
matter for Canadians and 
their elected leaders - and not 
the courts - to decide, said 
Focus on the Family Canada 
representative Michael Mar¬ 
tens. 

Martens was responding to 
today's B.C. Court of Appeal 
ruling in which judges found 
that provincial laws prevent¬ 
ing same-sex marriage are dis¬ 
criminatory and must be 
changed. The ruling chal¬ 
lenges the near-universal un¬ 
derstanding of marriage an 
exclusively male-female rela¬ 
tionship. 

In the decision, the judges 
agreed that the definition of 
marriage should be changed 
to read: "The lawful union of 
two persons to the exclusion 
of all others." The ruling calls 
on the government to amend 
laws by July 12, 2004. 

"Social science data over¬ 
whelmingly demonstrate that 
a committed marriage be¬ 
tween a man and a woman 
provides benefits to the cou¬ 
ple, to children, and to soci¬ 
ety at large that are un¬ 
matched by any other rela¬ 
tionship. Heterosexual mar¬ 
riage deserves to be affirmed 
as unique, and today's ruling 
does not change that fact," 
said Martens. 

"Canadians are best served 
by a marriage definition that 
recognizes the natural, his¬ 
torical definition of mar¬ 
riage." 

Today's decision overrules 
a previous B.C. Supreme 
Court ruling, in which Jus¬ 
tice Ian Bitfield affirmed that 
the historical definition of 
marriage is such "a deep- 
rooted social and legal insti¬ 
tution" that it is not the role 
of the court to redefine it. 
"The legal nature of marriage 
is so entrenched in our soci¬ 
ety that Parliament or legis¬ 
latures, and not the court,

BYLAW 


County Council 
unanimously approves 
dog by-law 


Definition of 
unauthorized person 
w as added 
to the bylaw>

After a few changes were made to a 
proposed dog by-law, Mountain View 
County Councillors wasted little time 
in giving it three readings. 

The by law, which will levy fines 
against dog-owners for offences rang¬ 
ing from a dog running at large to 
biting a person was passed unani¬ 
mously after very little debate at the 
May 28 regular Council meeting. 

Councillors seemed to support the 
by-law in principal at their April meet¬ 
ing, but Councillors had questions 
about jurisdiction and application of 
the by-law. 

Councillor Linda Burrell said at 
the April meeting that dog-owners 
should have rights and wondered why 
a charge would be levied against an 
owner who had a dog that bit a tres¬ 
passer. 

County administration added pro¬ 
visions in the passed by-law that made 


it more clear about what happens if a 
dog bites a person that is trespass- 
ing. 

A definition of an unauthorized 
person was added to the by law as 
“any person who is told to stay off a 
property, or is directed by a sign or 
notice to stay off a property or a per¬ 
son who enters a property in contra¬ 
vention of posted No Trespassing 
signs; but does not mean a person who 
is invited on to the property either 
directly or indirectly by the owner.” 

With that change also came one 
that stated owners would not be 
charged if an unauthorized was on the 
owners property. 

The bylaw also states that dogs 
being used for hunting and herding 
purposes would not be considered to 
be running at large. 

Senior County Constable Jayson 
Nelson stated last month the County 
needed a new dog by-law because the 
old one did not adequately address 
different issues that arose in the 
County. He added the goal of the by¬ 
law was to put responsibility on to the 
owners of dogs. 

The new bylaw ranges in fine 
amounts of $75 for having a dog run¬ 
ning at large to $1,000 if a vicious or 
restricted dog bites a person. Nelson 
said in April that the by-law would be 
enforced as complaints are made.

RCMP will experience a 
new high this year. Mountain 
View County RCMP have 
been charging more and more 
people with drug related of¬ 
fences each year. 

But this high is nothing but 
a downer for RCMP and anti¬ 
drug supporters. 

The increase can be attrib¬ 
uted to many different fac¬ 
tors, none of which can be pin¬ 
pointed as the exact cause. 
Whether it is an increase in 
the number of drugs in the 
Mountain View area, or to a 
crack-down by RCMP. the 
number of drug-related 
charges are going up. 

“This year, so far, we are 
heading to a record number 
again,” said Bob Phillips of 
the Olds RCMP division. 

The RCMP, including 
Sundre, Olds and Didsbury, 
have laid a total of 124 
charges for 2002. That is up 
33 per cent from 2001. 

RCMP have already laid 49 
drug-related charges for the 
first quarter, January to 
April, of 2003. 

"There’s a few things that 
attribute to that. In my opin¬ 
ion, one reason certainly is 
the acceptance from society in 
general of the use of mari¬ 
juana,” said Const. Chris 
Reister of the Didsbury 
RCMP 

“Drugs are everywhere. 
The more society accepts it, 
the more people are going to 
do it.” 

With the decriminalization 
of marijuana just around the

corner, the drug problem 
won't get be getting any bet¬ 
ter. Reister said. 

“In my view, it’s 
(decriminalization) a very 
poor move, not a very respon¬ 
sible move,” he said. “Simply 
because we have no roadside 
screening and no way to de¬ 
termine if someone is driving 
under the influence of mari¬ 
juana, other than taking 
blood, which is very diffi¬ 
cult.” 

The bill to decriminalize 
small amounts of marijuana 
had its first reading in par¬ 
liament last week, and is 
working its way through the 
legislative process. 

“In my opinion, the argu¬ 
ment always comes up that 
alcohol is legal and it is an 
evil drug, however, it doesn’t 
mean we should legalize mari¬ 
juana or decriminalize it. Just 
because we’ve got one bad 
thing out there doesn’t mean 
we should have two,” Reister 
said. 


While not wearing your 
seatbelt will get you a fine of 
$150, and a minor, under the 
age of 18, who is caught 
smoking a cigarette will get 
a fine of $100, under the new 
deregulation a minor would 
receive a $150 fine for posses¬ 
sion of marijuana under 30 
grams. 

While police have cracked 
down on drug investigations, 
Reister says drugs are “a 


very lucrative, profitable 
business, which also makes it 
attractive.” 

He also said many of the 
grow operations that are com¬ 
ing into small towns in this 
area, have ties to larger op¬ 
erations in the bigger cities 
and often to organized crime. 

Police have also found a di¬ 
rect relation with drug in¬ 
creases to property offences. 

“Some cocaine addiction 


can cost approximately $125 
per day and most people can't 
pay for it, so they have to find 
other means of paying for 
their habits,” Reister said. 

Even though many of 
Reister’s drug investigations 
have involved adults as the 
accused, he said responsible, 
knowledgable parents will 
play a key role in helping to 
douse the increase in drug 
offences.

Emergency response booklet coming to schools

Six weeks after three of its 
students were charged with at¬ 
tempted murder following the 
poisoning of several other stu¬ 
dents at Sylvan Lake’s H.J. 
Cody school, the Chinook’s 
Edge school division has put out 
a new handbook to direct staff 
and teachers during emergen¬ 
cies. 

The Safety Handbook sets 
out what staff and teachers 
should do in events such as 
bomb threats, hostage takings, 
shooting incidents, car acci¬ 
dents, and natural disasters 
such as tornadoes and earth¬ 
quakes. 

For example, under the 
‘Armed Intruder or Hostage 
Taking section’, the handbook 
advises staff and teachers as fol¬ 
lows: “Do not negotiate with 
intruder unless police are de¬ 
layed. If you must talk to in¬ 
truder, make sure it is someone 
he/she knows.” 

If an intruder is proceeding 
through the school, staff are 
advised to “close and lock class¬ 
room doors immediately and 
stay away from windows and 
doors. Do not evacuate build¬ 
ing unless advised by police or 
principal.” 

The handbook will be sent to 
schools in Sundre, Olds, 
Didsbury, Innisfail and else¬ 
where in the central-Alberta 
school division, said assistant 
administrator Pieter 

Langstraat. 

The handbook has been in 
the works for most of the cur¬ 
rent school year, and was not 
prompted by any one incident 
in the division, he said. 

“It’s purely coincidental that 
this happened shortly after the 
H.J. Cody incident,” said 
Langstraat. “There was no sin¬ 
gle incident that brought this 
plan into being. It’s a project 
that we feel is important and we 
feel is a working tool for our 
jurisdiction.” 

The handbook includes sec¬ 
tions on school division respon¬ 
sibilities, alternate locations for 
emergency sites, emergency 
protocols, and responding to 
specific critical incidents. 

While there have been emer¬ 
gency procedures in place in 
individual Chinook’s Edge 
schools for some time, the new 
handbook standardizes the pro¬ 
cedures, he said. 

“We are trying to standard¬ 
ized how we address various 
situations that might arise in 
our schools in our school divi-

sion. We’re going to be sharing 
this with our parents, school 
councils, communities,” he said. 

"We are really trying to work 
at ensuring the safety of our 
students, to make sure we are 
prepared for any of the things 
that might happen when we 
might be concerned for their 
safety.” 

As well as the booklet going 
to all schools, a one page infor¬ 
mation bulletin outlining evacu¬ 
ation procedures and lock down 
drills will be placed in every 
school classroom in the division. 

“The RCMP have not been 
involved in making this particu¬ 
lar manual, but we certainly 
have been consulting with the 
RCMR” he added. 

All emergency services in all 
towns in the division are being 
provided with floor plans of all 
schools, including things like 
gas, electricity and water 
shutoffs. The handbook was 
released following a unique 
media administration work¬ 
shop. 

About a dozen members of 
the central Alberta media out¬

lets, including newspaper re¬ 
porters and photographers, met 
with school administrators 
from across the division in 
Innisfail on Thursday. 

The meeting included a mock 
emergency situation where ad¬ 
ministrators were interviewed 
by reporters. The scenario, 
where a vice principal of a 
school was shot and killed by a 
student, involved individuals in¬ 
terviews and press conferences. 

A debriefing session was also 


held, with questions exchanged 
between media and school 
officials.The exercise was the 
first of its kind it the division. 

“The administrators felt it 
was very valuable to work with 
the media,” said Chinook’s Edge 
spokesperson Laurette 

Woodword. 

Meanwhile, Crown prosecu¬ 
tors in Red Deer still haven’t 
decided whether to try three 
girls charged in the H.J. Cody 
school poisonings as adults or 


youths, said prosecutor Denis 
Huot. “We’re in consultation 
with our head office right now,” 
said Huot, who is co-chairing 
the prosecution with fellow 
prosecutor Bert Skinner. 

Three Chinook’s Edge school 
division school students, two 
aged 14 and one aged 15, each 
face one charge of attempted 
murder and five counts of ad¬ 
ministering a noxious sub¬ 
stance. 

Seven girls, all students at 
H.J. Cody, were taken to hospi¬ 
tal on April 17 after consuming 
an ice drink laced with copper 
(II) sulfate. Under the new 
Youth Criminal Justice Act 
(YCJA) suspects charged with 
attempted murder are 
automatically prosecuted as 
adults unless the Crown moves 
the charges to youth court, said 
Huot. The other charges can be 
tried in either adult or youth 
court at the discretion of the 
Crown, he said. Prosecutors 
hope to have a decision on the 
matter before the girls next ap¬ 
pear in Red Deer provincial 
court on June 5, he said.

U of R graduate 
heading to Europe

Andrea McCulloch is an anomaly 
of a prairie community. 

Growing up in an area where 
country, rock and pop-music is played 
in just about every vehicle that 
travels down local dirt roads, 
McCulloch has found her future in a 
far-away genre. 

McCulloch, who grew up in the 
Lone Pine area, sings opera. She 
dances in a flamenco style. Her 
performances vary in languages from 
Spanish to Portuguese to French. 

The love of Opera was discovered 
by McCulloch almost by accident. En¬ 
rolled in singing lessons preparing a 
piece for an aunt’s wedding, she was 
given the Italian Arts song O Del Mio 
Dolce Ardor. She instantly knew this 
was going to be the type of music for 
her. 

“Music has always been important 
to my whole family. They supported 
me - even though it is a very difficult 
and demanding style. They never ex¬ 
pected opera, but I think they enjoy 
it,” said McCulloch. 

The love of music took her to 
Regina where she received a Bachelor 
of Music from the U of R. The setting 
of a smaller city gave her the chance 
to sing professionally at a very young 
age with Regina Symphany Orchastra. 
She said she would have had a harder 
time gaining crucial experience in a 
place like Toronto. 

The summer months will be spent 
in part training with world-reknown 
baritone Alan Monk in Calgary and 


brushing up on her languages in 
preperation for a hectic fall schedule. 

McCulloch is planning on further¬ 
ing her education in either London or 
Germany and will tour Europe, where 
Opera is infinitely more popular than 
it is here, auditioning for various 
roles. 

McCulloch feels she needs to make 
the move in hopes of accomplishing 
her dream - a goal shared by those 
who love Opera as much as she does - 
to make her living performing and 
singing. 

“In the end I would like to be able 
to make a living at what I love to do - 
it is every muscians dream,” said 
McCulloch, explaining there is little 
demand for opera singers in Canada, 
outside of Toronto and Montreal. 

“It’s frustrating to see athletes 
make (large) incomes while arts suf¬ 
fer in Canada,” said McCulloch, ex¬ 
plaining her move. “And it’s frustrat¬ 
ing that pop-culture is so predominant 
in our lives.” 

While the country doesn’t support 
its arts like other countries, 
McCulloch said she has always re¬ 
ceived lots of support from her home 
town and that she is very thankful 
for it.“It is always nice to come home 
and have the support of the people I 
grew up around. Friends and family 
have always come out to my concerts. 
They care about me and they want me 
to do well. They appreciate what I am 
trying to do and I have always appre¬ 
ciated the support. 

“People wonder what I am up to. 
This is my chance to come home and 
give them a chance to see. And I will 
take any chance I can to perform.” 

McCulloch will be singing in 
Didsbury at the Zion Evangelical 
Church at 8:15 p.m on June 15.

Alberta auction is 
scheduled for 
June 20 and 21 
in Didsbur\’ 


Mennonite Central 

Committee (MCC) was born 
in 1920 in response to hunger 
and human need. 

Since its inception, MCC 
has made its services 
available in many countries 
without regard to race, 
religion, nationality, political 
persuasion or social status. 

At the end of 2002, MCC 
had 1,322 workers in 57 
countries, where relief efforts 
with shipments of material 
resources reaching $16 
million Canadian, including 
food made up of wheat, corn, 
sorghum, rice, milk powder, 
legumes, and canola oil and 
canned meat. 

Material resources include 
newborn kits, school 
supplies, sewing kits, and 
health kits. 

Many MCC workers are in¬ 
volved also in long term 
education and development 
programs working directly 
with local partners and local 
communities. 

A current, urgent need is 
relief kits for Iraq. 

Since 1991 MCC has 
shipped over 8 million dollars 
worth of relief and aid 
supplies into Iraq, distributed 
there with MCC personnel 
and local partner 
organizations. 

The total budget of MCC in 
2002 was 97 million dollars, 
with an overhead cost of 
about 12 per cent. 

Regardless of the level of 
relief provided, the need 
worldwide has continued to 
grow and, in an innovative 
effort to raise funds, MCC 
began holding auction sales, 
with the first Alberta sale 


held in 1975. 

Today relief sales are held 
across North America, 
generating $5 million dollars 
in 2002 that were channelled 
into MCC’s relief efforts 
around the world. 

This year, the Alberta 
auction will be held June 20 
and 21 in Didsbury, Alberta. 
The goal of the auction is to 
raise in excess of $100,000, all 
of which will be forwarded to 
MCC (Alberta) for Overseas 
Relief and Program needs. 
The two-day event offers 
something for everyone, 


including a challenging bike- 
a-thon, a walk-a-thon, an 
auction of quilts, blankets, 
and other fine handicrafted 
items, ethnic food booths, 
children’s activities, sale of 
arts and crafts items and a 
bake sale. 

It is a unique opportunity 
to purchase a finely crafted 
article for yourself, to sample 
delicious and different foods, 
and to enjoy a day celebrating 
our heritage and good fortune 
while contributing to 
significant relief efforts 
around the world.

Local health unit promotes national Safe Kids Week 


Take a good look at that 
stroller you bought at last 
weekend's garage sale...or that 
toy box that good ‘ole Uncle 
Hector built in his woodshop 
for Christmas. What about that 
high chair that was passed onto 
you by your sister-in-law? It’s 
gone through five kids now, 
and they’re all okay, but is it 
safe? Are any of these items 
really safe enough for your 
child? 

These are the kinds of ques¬ 
tions workers at Didsbury’s 
Public Health Unit want to in¬ 
still in your mind this week as 
part of their “Safe Kids Week” 
drive June 2nd -6th. 

“The idea behind Safe Kids 
Week is that it is part of an 
annual event that we run 
here...,” explains Public Health 
Nurse, Jennifer Kennedy.

“Each year we had a slightly 
different focus. This year it was 
product safety, last year it was 
about checking the proper tem¬ 
perature of your child’s bath 


water. 

Kennedy says much of the 
thrust of this year’s campaign 
is to eliminate unsafe chil¬ 
dren’s products from circula¬ 
tion. To that end, the Health 
Unit will be accepting “dona¬ 
tions” of unsafe or question¬ 
ably safe products during their 
“Product Round-Up Event” 
and destroying them. “We are 
going to get a great big bin and 
collect all the items we can over 
the course of this week. At the 
end of the week they will be 
destroyed so that no one else 
can pick them up out of the 
garbage and try to use them 
again.” 

While the process sounds 
easy enough, some parents 
may be unsure whether or not 
their products meet the unsafe 
parameters for this drive. 


“Anyone who is unsure about 
the product’s safety can have 
one of the nurses here take a 
look at the item and assess it 
from there...That’s all part of 
our job anyway. We also have a 
recall list from some of the more 
prominent companies that we 
can refer to when it comes to 
determining whether to keep or 
toss an item.” 

Listed among the many 
products being collected are: ac¬ 
cordion-style baby gates, cribs 
made before 1986 and those not 
meeting Canadian safety regu¬ 
lations, playpens with certain 
design flaws, strollers without 
safety straps, car seats without 
Canadian Motor Vehicle Safety 
Standard label, baby walkers 
with wheels, bike helmets with¬ 
out ASTM, CPSC, CSA or Snell 
certification and older than five 


years, and change tables and 
high chairs without safety 
straps. 

In addition to the collection 
service of unsafe children’s 
products, the Health Unit will 
also be hosting a free drive- 
thru car seat safety check. “It’s 
completely voluntary and there 
will be no fines handed out. It’s 
for educational purposes and to 
teach parents the proper way 
to have their child secured in a 
vehicle.” 

The Drive-thru Car Seat 
Check will be held at the Lu¬ 
theran Church Parking lot 
(1500-23rd St.) on Wednesday, 
June 4th from 10:00 am - 12 
noon and 1:00 pm - 3:00 pm.

“It’s also for parents 
who need to take a break from 
their kids once in awhile and 
pursue some of the aspira¬ 
tions they might have in mind 
this summer. That’s the 
beauty of this program, it’s 
very flexible.” 

Windsor points out that 
one of the biggest changes to 
the program this year is its 


cost. “We have substantially 
reduced the rates from last 
year,” he comments. “The 
prices are 20 - 25 per cent 
lower than last year.” What 
it translates to is $50.00 per 
week if you register before 
June 13th and $80.00 per 
week thereafter. “We pretty 
much go week by week, but if 
you sign up for the whole sum¬ 
mer, you get the last week 
free.” 

Summer Fun runs daily be¬ 
tween June 30th and August 
22nd from 9:00 am - 4:00 pm. 
“Extended care hours are also 
available,” says Windsor, 
“...for those who wish before 
and after Summer Fun Camp 
care. The hours for those are 
from 7:30 am - 9:00 am and 
up to 5:30 pm.”

(EDITOR'S NOTE: This is continued from last week.) 

QUESTION: Last week you talked about why some 
kids with every advantage and opportunity seem to turn 
out bad, while others raised in terrible homes become pillars 
in the community. 

You cited the life of David Hernandez as an example. 
What happened to him? 

DR. DOBSON: Given his beginning, how can we 
explain the man that Dave Hernandez became? He 
graduated near the top of his class in high school and was 
granted a scholarship to college. Again, he earned high 
marks and four years later entered Loma Linda University 
School of Medicine. 

Once more, he scored in the top 10 percent of his class 
and continued in a residency in obstetrics and gynecology. 
Eventually, he served as a professor of OB/GYN at both 
Loma Linda University and the University of Southern 
California medical schools. 

Then at the peak of his career, his life began to unravel. 
I'll never forget the day Dr. Hernandez called me. He had 
just been released from the hospital following a battery of 
laboratory tests. 

The diagnosis? Sclerosing cholangitis, a liver disorder 
that was invariably fatal at that time. 

We lost this fine husband, father and friend six years 
later at the age of 43. 

I loved him like a brother, and I still miss him today. 
Again, I ask, how could such discipline and genius come 
from these infertile circumstances? 

Who would have thought that this deprived Mexican 
boy sitting out there in the dirt would someday become 
one the most loved and respected surgeons of his era? 
Where did the motivation originate? From what bubbling 
spring did his ambition and thirst for knowledge flow? He 
had no books, took no educational trips, knew no scholars. 
Yet he reached for the sky. 

Why did it happen to David Hernandez and not the 
youngster with every advantage and opportunity? Why 
have so many children of prominent and loving parents 
grown up in ideal circumstances, only to reject it all for 
the streets of Atlanta, San Francisco or New York? Good 
answers are simply not available. 

It apparently comes down to this: God chooses to use 
individuals in unique ways. 

Beyond that mysterious relationship, we must simply 
conclude that some kids seem born to make it and others 
are determined to fail. 

Someone reminded me recently that the same boiling 
water that softens the carrot also hardens the egg. 
Likewise, some individuals react positively to certain 
circumstances and others negatively. 

We don’t know why. Two things are clear to me from 
this understanding. First, parents have been far too quick 
to take the credit or blame for the way their children turn 
out. 

Those with bright, young superstars stick out their 
chests and say, “Look what we accomplished.” Those with 
twisted and irresponsible kids wonder, “Where did we go 
wrong?” 

Well, neither is entirely accurate. 

No one would deny that parents play an important role 
in the development and training of their children, but they 
are only part of the formula from which a young adult is 
assembled. 

Second, behavioral scientists have been far too simplistic 
in their explanation of human behavior. We are more than 
the aggregate of our experiences. We are more than the 
quality of our nutrition. 

We are more than our genetic heritage. 

We are more than our biochemistry. And certainly, we 
are more than our parents’ influence. 

God has created us as unique individuals, capable of 
independent and rational thought that is not attributable 
to any source. 

That is what makes the task of parenting so challenging 
and rewarding. 

Just when you think you have your kids figured out, 
you had better brace yourself! Something new is coming 
your way.

Phone service 
inconsistant in Nigeria 


Dear Family and Friends, 

I’m sitting in partial darkness 
just now because the flying ants 
are out tonight, after the rain. 
I'm in the library where there 
are no screens on the windows, 
so I’ve turned lights on in an¬ 
other part of the library' to keep 
the ants from landing on me. 
Normally I would write the 
weekly letter on the computer 
at home, but it seems that no 
one in Plateau State has a func¬ 
tioning phone, except for the cell 
phones. Maybe someone didn't 
pay the phone bill for the State, 
or maybe someone forgot to serv¬ 
ice the equipment. At any rate, 
since early this morning we 
have been without phone serv¬ 
ice. We trust that it will be re¬ 
stored soon. Today we had a 
very good, long rain that will 
soak things nicely. The farmers 
are probably hoping for more 
rains like today's. 

Last night was the gradua¬ 
tion ceremony for Hillcrest 
School. There were 29 graduates 
and each one was introduced at 
length. It got a bit too long, so 
maybe next year the introduc¬ 
tions can be reduced. We didn't 
really need to hear all of the nick¬ 
names or the embarrassing 
memories. Some editing would 
have been advisable. The chap¬ 
lain from last year was invited 
back to give the graduation ad¬ 
dress and he did a wonderful job. 
He and his wife came all the way 
from Texas just for the gradua¬ 
tion. 

It has been great to visit with 
some Hillcrest alumni, Nike, 
who have returned for the end 
of school. One Nigerian came to 
our house for a visit and it was 
interesting to hear her assess¬ 
ment of the situation here. She 
attended Hillcrest School, then 
went to university in Kenya, be¬ 
fore going on to the States for 
graduate level work. She is the 
only one in her family to have 
attended Hillcrest. Her siblings 
have attended Nigerian schools 
and are now at Nigerian univer¬ 
sities. It doesn't help that for the 
past few months, the university 
students here in Nigeria have 
been on strike. Nike felt that 
because of the system here her 
siblings are becoming apathetic 
because they aren't able to con¬ 
tinue their education and there 
is nothing else to do. Also, when 
they graduate they will still not 
be able to get good jobs unless 
they sacrifice their integrity She 
really would like to get the 
whole family to the States so 
that they can use their talents 
and abilities to benefit them¬ 
selves and others. It seems like 


that won't happen here. We 
sometimes feel the same way but 
we are outsiders looking in, and 
it would be unwise to say such 
things. To hear this from Nige¬ 
rians kind of validates how we

The Gaesslers, the young 
couple working down bush' 
came to Jos last Sunday They 
actually made it into Jos before 
they had the second flat tire on 
the pickup, in the rain of course. 
I went with their Nigerian 
helper to get the tire fixed. We 
stood at a busy intersection and 
1 saw some scary driving. Taxis 
and buses would pull at least 
partly off the road at this junc¬ 
tion to let people off or to collect 
passengers. I was amazed that 
there were no accidents in the 
ninety minutes that we spent 
getting the tire fixed. There were 
some close calls-and this was a 
Sunday evening-but no one ac¬ 
tually hit anyone else. As I said, 
it was amazing! 

I don't like riding on motor¬ 
cycles. In North America one 
has to wear a helmet and get all 
bundled up--I'm a bit 
claustaphobic and I don't han¬ 
dle it well. Here the motorcycles 
are quite small-usually less than 
100 cc engines. Also, the driv¬ 
ers here don't necessarily have 
much respect for 'machines' as 
they are called here. That's be¬ 
cause the 'machine' drivers are 
kind of a law unto themselves- 
going the wrong way down 
streets, passing on the right, and 
other interesting things. Nowa¬ 
days it seems that there are 
many fewer car taxis-many peo¬ 
ple use the cheaper machine' 
taxis. This afternoon I needed 
to go collect our car from the 
mechanic and it rained until just 
before I needed to be there. So 
in desperation I mounted a ma¬ 
chine' taxi. I thank God that I'm 
still alive. 

The driver was actually fairly 
careful, slowing down for dan¬ 
gerous parts of the journey and 
not doing anything unlawful. I 
only went about a mile, but I 
was very thankful to arrive 
safely. 

This week a cement block 
wall was put up around the hos¬ 
tel on the Hillcrest compound. 
Our gate to Jos adjoins the hos¬ 
tel. For most of the week we had 
a guard standing where the wall 
wasn't yet completed to keep 
unwanted visitors out. We 
thank God for His protection.

A former teacher, Cox 
realizes the value of an educa¬ 
tion and encourages players to 
persue the avenue of obtaining 
a scholarship through hockey. 
Over the years, several Grizzlys 
have went on to play hockey at 
Canadian and United States 
universities. 

"We have at least seventeen 
potential players returning 
this year," added Cox, noting 
there is an excellent nucleus to 
build upon. 

Fall Training Camp will of¬ 


ficially open the new season 
during the last week in August 
with daily ice sessions. Fans 
will have their first look at the 
team when the Grizzlys host 
the Drayton Valley Thunder on 
Friday, Aug. 29 in an exhibition 
encounter. 

Cox expects the AJHL to be 
very competitive this coming 
season and he remains confi¬ 
dent the Grizzlys will be a con¬ 
tender for the league champi¬ 
onship. 

"The returning players are 
excited about the new season," 
Cox said. 

"These players know we are 
going to have a good team and 
realize they have to improve in 
order to get where they want 


to be at the end of the year," he 
noted. 

Entering play this season, 
the Grizzlys will be an older 
team and recruiting is centered 
around getting the best possible 
players to fill the vacancies left 
by the graduating players. Cox 
is also interested in the future 
of the team and is identifying 
players prepared to step into 
the line-up in a couple of years. 

"Recruiting for a Junior A 
hockey team is always an on¬ 
going process," Cox added. 

This past weekend, the 
AJHL held the Annual General 
Meeting in Crowsnest Pass and 
everyone involved with the 
meetings walked away antici¬ 
pating an exciting new season.
